THE EVE OF WAR. 

HIGH TIME FOR SOMEBODY TO BACK DOWN.

Loxpon, March 27—6 a. m.—Little can be 
stated with certainty in regard to the situa. 
tion in Europe, except that the hopes of a 
meeting of the Congress are now at a mini- 
mum, and warlike rumors increase in num- 
ber and strength every day. It is believed 

IN ST. PETERSBURG 
that England is unable to make good her 
promises to both Greece and Turkey, and 
that she is, therefore, anxious to avoid 
entering a Congress where her double-deal- 
ing would be exposed. For this reason it is 
probable that England intends going to war 
eventually anyhow, and the R are 
BECOMING VERY 
at her childish objection to entering the 
Congress. Besides, they are now tolerably 
certain that England can get no allies, and 
there is much less to be feared than there 
was a month ago, when Austria was showing 
signs of joining England. 
GEN. IGNATIEFF 
will arrive in Vienna to-day, and there is 
little reason to doubt that he is empowered 
to make such concessions to Austria as to 
avert any conflict with that country. Tun 
Taripune’s Vienna correspondent telegraphs 
that a preliminary agreement between Rus- 
sia-and Austria has already been reached, 
and that Gen. Ignatieff will merely stop on 
his way to Constantinople to confirm the 
agreement. 

HIS VISIT TO CONSTANTINOPLE 
is also regarded as significant, and it is feared 
here that endeavors will be made at once to 
induce Turkey to make a close alliance with 
Russia. I have the best authority for say- 
ing that, should the Congress fail to meet, 
England will maintain her present attitude 
of armed watchfulness, continuing prepara- 
tions for the war | 

WHICH MUST EVENTUALLY BREAK OUT. 
She can easily carry out such a policy for an 
indefinite period, while Russia would be 
under far greater expenses, besides being 
obliged to evacuate her positions in Turkey 
at the end of three months, according to the 
treaty of San Stefano. It is idle to imagine, 
however, that Russia would remain under 
such constraint, since she would not only be 
threatened with bankruptcy, but also with 
the loss of all the advantages gained in the 
recent war. 

THE BEST-IXFORMED DIPLOMATS 
believe that the Congress must meet before 
May, or that war will break out soon after 
that month, if not before. Both nations, 
however, have been bluffing heavily hereto- 
fore, and it is possible they may find it“. 
possible to retire gracefully without coming 
to blows. 


THE DEAD-LOCK. 
ANXJOUSLY WAITING. 

Loxbpox. March 26.—The final answer from 
St. Petersburg to England’s question, whether 
the entire treaty of San Stefano will be sub- 
mitted to the Congress, is anxiously awaited. 
The Times expresses the opinion that the more 
prudent Russian statesmen. even the Czar him- 
self, ought to be ready to smooth the wav for the 
assembiage of the Congress. The contention 
of our Goverument is justified in substance by 
Europe, and though the remaining objection is 
not one which ought to be fatal, it is by Russia 
rather than by us that the objection ought, in 
strict justice, to be removed.”

arrangement among the lines reese — from 
those points. The Committees from other 
points also reported that they had made good 

rogress, but had not yet definitely come to a 

nal understanding, and asked time until the 
next morning, which was granted. The Com- 
mittee from Milwaukee reported that it was un- 
able to come to any understanding owing to 
the non-representation of the Detroit & Mil- 
waukee Railroad. Many of those present ex- 
pressed themselves as well satisfied with the 
results reached thus far, and they seem 
to be sanguine of a solution of 
the vexed problem. There are others, 
however, who in spite of the good progress 
made vesterday were unwilling to believe that 
any division that will be satisfactory to all the 
roads can be made. Milwaukee and Pe are 
the two hardest points to handle, and the roads 
leading East from that point will kick against 
any arrangement that can be devised. Of 
course they can be forced to accept the division 
allotted them by the Commissioners, after all 
other means of arbitration have failed; but 
this forcing business is a very precarious thing, 
and is bound to muke trouble sooner or later. 
The Commissioners evidently calculate that the 
roads willsee that they are benefited by the 
arrangement before the three months of 
probation have expired, and that by 
that time their opposition will have 
given way to cordial cooperation. To a 
man up in a tree it looks, however, as if the 
Commissioners were calculating without their 
host, and at the end ot the three months they 
may find that it is more risky to bet on the 
faith of railroad managers than on the result of 
horse races. it will be safe to bet that before 
the three months of probation have passed all 
the work done at this meeting will have been 
undone, and the disgraceful scramble for busl- 
ness will again be in full blast among the vari- 
ous lines. Even some of the managers, who 
seem to be well satisfied with the division al- 
lotted them at this mecting, will soon come to 
think that they oucht to have more, and make 
demands to that effect, and if they do not get 
it will make trouble. 

There can be no harm, however, in the pres- 
ent experiment, as it may probably lead to some 
one by which the disastrous competition among 

he various roads can be brought to an end, and 
fair and equitable rates maintained which will 
pay the roads a fair percentage on their invest- 
ments.

A Straw-Beiler Detected in His 
Wickedness. 


The Tax-Certificates Case--Record of Judgments, 
New Suits, Diverces, Ete. 


A little affair in which Charles C. Scoullar 
figures in an unenviable lignt came up before 
Judge Gary yesterday morning. The suit was 
that of Flint vs. Cappels, and a motion had been 
made on Scoullar, the surety, to j He 
appeared in court some days ago, and N ore 
that he was a bricklayer and builder at No. 45 
Clark street; that he owned three lots, 15, 19, 
and 20, in Block 6 of Eldred’s Resubdivision of 
the Village of Jefferson, opposite the 
depot, free and clear of all incum- 
brance. Also ‘that he owned Nos. 
1489 and 1491 Fulton street, with improve- 
ments, on which there was no valid incum- 
brance, though he had beard that there was a 
claim for $2,250 against each of the lots. This 
appeared to be a good enough bondsman in an 
appeal suit, but the appellee’s attorney thought 
otherwise, and set himself to collecting evi- 
dence. His efforts were so successful that 
Scoullar’s name was summarily’ scratched off 
the bond, and the appeal dismissed. In his 
quest after evidence, the attorney learned of 
another appeal suit in the Circuit Court, that 
of Bell vs. Abell, in which Scoullar had been 
trying, but unsuccessfully, to get the position 
of surety. The papers in that case showed two 
davits,—one that of 8. C. Hayes, the other 
= <a 8. G. Hair. Hayes testified that 
8. G. Hair pwned one of the Fulton street 
houses and A. M. Jones the other, and that 
Scoullar had no title to them except by a deed 
from 2 O. Adams and wife to him Sates 
af „ but not recorded until Jan. 29, 
Hair testified that he owned one of the 
— street houses in question. 
This was a pretty fair indication that Scoullar 
had been indulging in wild freaks of the 
imagination with regard to the property be 
owned, but the persevering attorney wanted 
more. Besides new affidavits of Hayes and 
Hair, he procured that of Henry O. Adams, 
showing that the latter never had convey- 
ed any pro property to Scouilar, as he testified. 
The affidavit of Mr. Henry R. Hobart, a 
well-known citizen, was also obtained, which 
was to the effect that he owned the Lots 18, 19, 
and 20 in Jefferson, oppposite the depot ‘and 
had bought them in at a Trustee's sale. ‘To all 
these the attorney added his own affidavit, and 
the whole put together proved that Scoullar 
was a professional bailer, going under different 
names, but owning no property, who was accus- 
tomed to sign bail-bonds for a consideration 
without being hampered on examination by any 
consideration of truth; and that he is at pres- 
ent on bail to answer a charge of perjury before 
Justice Haines. 

The attorney then asked to have Scoullar 
committed to jail on a bench warrant, but the 
Judge declined, on the ground that he had too 
much regular business to transact, and advised 
that the matter be brought to the Mtention of 
the Grand Jury, and it is to be hoped it will be. 

THE FULLER CASE. 

Contrarv to expectation, the motion to trans- 
fer the case of Henry Fuller vs. The City of 
Ch did not come up yesterday morning be- 
fore Judge Moore, but it did come up later in the 
day before Judge e Blodgett. About half-past 4 
o’clock in the afternoon Messrs. — Smith, 
Bonfield, and Rountree were seen iu the court- 
room of the District Court waiting for the 
Judge to come down from his bench.

LESSONS IN ECONOMY. 

Dr. J. S. Cooley, of Sandy Hill, near Troy, 
declares that one can board comfortably in New 
York City on 20 cents per day! If that be true, 
he ought to live iu such rural cities as Syracuse, 
where ee 0 can be bought for 12 cents and 
hogs $4. on at least 15 cents per day. A 
Cornell student grew fat on $34.06, a one year’s 
board bill. Dr. C. says: “We have learned to 
demand qualities and kinds of food that are 
more costly and less suitable for the real de- 
mands of our physical natures than might easily 
be obtained.“ While at College in New York the 
Doctor lived on 28 cents a day for four months, 
and during that time he says: “I gained in 
flesh, was doing severe mental labor, and never 
felt better in my life. My diet was varied and 
nutritious, though plain. Oat-meal, wheat, 

graham bread, bread and milk, crac kers, fruit, 

beefsteak, and oysters were the standard arti- 
cles of food. During November and December 
I boarded myself alone, and my expenses for 
November were $8.59, or a little under 29 cents 
a day. For January our whole expense for 
board was $15.44, or 6 cents less than 25 cents a 
day apiece. For twenty-one days in February, 
until { left the city, our whole expense was 
$0.58, or S cents a day less than 23 cents a day 
apiece. During the winter we ate nearly two 
and a half barrels of apples, included in the 
above figures. The above figures were made 
before prices began falling.

Mr. Borp's bill in Congress to sell the 
Lake-Front and devote the proceeds to the 
improvement of the Illinois River may be 
intended for a practical joke.

POLITICAL AMBITION AND ITS DANGERS. 
Senator Howz, of Wisconsin, was adver- 
tised for a political speech on Monday, drew 
the crowd which usually responds to sach an 
announcement, and delivered himself of the 
criticisms on President Harn policy which 
he has been so anxious to make ever since 
the President nominated Gen. Haran for 
.the Supreme Court instead of Senator Tumo- 
RT O. Howe, who was an applicant for the 
place. Mr. How evidently foresaw that his 
dissatisfaction would be very generally at- 
tributed to this personal disappointment, and 
therefore sought to explein the delay of his 
declaration of opposition to the President. 
But people are so uncharitable nowadays 
that they will prefer, as a rule, to accept the 
more obvious explanation of spite and 
chagrin, especially as Mr. How did not 
make it at all clear why all that seems so out- 
rageous to him now did not prevent him from 
keeping up an intimacy with the White- 
House until after Gen. Haruan’s nomination 
made it apparent that he would have to wait 
for a place on the Supreme Bench. 

But we fear that Senator Howez’s spite 
got the better of his discretion. Though 
disappointed in his effort to reach the 
Supreme Bench, he has not ceased to be an 
office-seeker. It has been generally supposed 
that he is a candidate for re-election to the 
United States Senate. The next Legislature 
to be chosen in Wisconsin will elect a suc- 


March 3, 1879, and we fear that Mr. Hows 
will not be his own successor after his late 
speech. Marr CarPenreR, who has had 
some personal experience in these matters, 
and in this same State of Wisconsin, seems 
to have described the situation pretty ac- 
curately by recalling Honacn Gnree.xy’s 
aphorism that there are Republicans 
enough for one party, but not enough for 
two.” This statement applies with particu- 
lar force to Wisconsin of late years. Mr. 
CARPENTER found it to be so, even when his 
differences with a portion of the party were 
only of a personal nature.

istration of the public service. It may be, 
however, that Mr. Hows is wrong about 
this; and that his conclusions are derived 
rather from personal habits and associations 
than from a thorough and impartial analysis 
of popular government. When Mr. Howe 
says that whether the Civil Service 
can be improved by acting on the advice 
of those not in Congress must depend 
upon whether the people send their best men 
to Congress or keep them at home, we 
hope he will not regard it as personal if we 
reply that the best men sometimes stay at 
home. And when he says that any President 
who takes upon himself the sole responsi- 
bility for all his appointments need not 
pledge himself against a second term (mean- 
ing thereby to infer that no such President 
could be re-elected by parties as now organ 
ized), the answer is that it needed no ghost, 
come from a political grave, to tell us that; 
Mr. Hares knew it before he entered upon 
the office, but had the courage to assume 
the responsibility notwithstanding. The 
Civil Service will never be improved by a 
President who shirks such a responsibility 
for re-election. 

If our theory in regard to Mr. Howe's 
possible ambition be correct, we foresee the 
possible realization of a frightful calamity. 
If Mr. Howe has voluntarily resigned his 
hopes of re-election as Senator from Wis- 
consin (by promoting discord in the Repub- 
lican party of that State) in order to soar 
after a Presidential nomination, how dread- 
ful it will be if the same discord shall widen 
out so as to defeat Mr. Howz's Presidential 
aspirations!

H. B. JAMES’ AUDACITY. 

Mr. H. B. James, Chief of the Customs 
Division of the Treasury Department, has 
made a lengthy report to Secretary SHERMAN 
on the Kon case, and the charges preferred 
against the New York Custom-House man- 
agement by the importers and press of the 
West. The report appeared in our Wasbing- 
ton dispatches of Monday. It was intended 
more ‘for the public than for the Secretary, 
and we have given itto the public. Itisa 
mixture of audacity, sophistry, demagogy, 
and misrepresentation. Note the following 
passage: Some of the heaviest New York 
importers have ceased importing certain lines 
of goods because they can buy them cheaper 
in New York from the agents of the manu- 
facturers than they can import them them- 
selves, so that it is no wonder that the West- 
ern merchants are placed in the same posi- 
tion. This is a singularly cool piece of 
audatity on the part of a Treasury De- 
partment official Mr. James, Chief 
of the Customs Division, admits, 
and publishes the fact to the 
country—what? That the affairs of the 
division of which he is in charge are so 
loosely administered that honest importers 
at the chief port of the country are com- 
pelled to suspend importations! Why? 
Because certain scoundrelly foreigners are 
allowed to enter and clear their wares at less 
than their foreign market value! ‘‘ So it is 
no wonder,” says this impudent Treasury 
official, ‘“‘that the Western merchants are 
placed in the same position. Do Chicago 
importers expect better treatment than ‘some 
of the heaviest importers of New York’?” 
queries Mr. James. They have been driven 
out of the foreign markets by dishonest im- 
porters who swear to false invoices,” says 
Mr. James, and the Chicago importers 
who have been driven out of the foreign 
markets by the same rogues must make the 
best of the situation.” If this is not audaci- 
ty almost unparalleled, we confess to inabil- 
ity to comprehend the meaning of the word. 
Mr. James is placed at the head of the Cus- 
toms Division of the Treasury Department 
to see that the revenue is collected at all the 
ports of entry of the country. But he coolly 
tells the Secretary of the Treasury, his chief, 
that honest men are driven out of the im- 
porting business by rogues at the principal 
port,—New York,—and he does not so 
much as hint at a remedy. He 
does not merely admit that the rev- 
enue is robbed at New York; he 
boldly asserts the fact; and in 
a way to leave upon the public mind the im- 
pression that, in his (Mr. James’) opinion, 
there is no help for it. The fact is, that 
this robbing of the revenue at the port of 
New York has-long been a matter of public 
notoriety ; but this is the first time that the 
fact has been officially stated by a high 
Treasury official in a communication to his 
chief, which is straightway offered to the 
press of the country. 

We beg to call particular attention to the 
following sentence in James’ report touch- 
ing the Kon case: Under date of Jan. 31, 
1878, I addressed a letter to the Collector at 
Chicagoinstructing him generally as to the rate 
on these goods (burlaps),” etc. Now it so 
happens that this letter of Jan. 31 was not a 
general letter of instructions, as Mr. Jamxs 
states, but the identical conditional decis- 
ion which constitutes the real and only 
grievance of the Koun case. It follows that 
Mr. Jauss report on the Koun case to his 
chief is false in the most important particu- 
lar. When it is considered that all Mr. 
Suzrman’s information on the customs 
branch of the Department business must 
necessarily come throngh Mr. Jamas, it is 
perhaps no wonder that the Secretary's at- 
tempted reforms make but little progress. 
Mr. James undertakes to state what the 
West expected of Mr. Sxznman on his acces- 
sion to the portfolio of the Treasury. He 
leaves it to be inferred that he 
(James) believes that the West er- 
pected Mr. Suenman to discriminate 
in favor of interior ports, and pro- 
ceeds to declare gravely that these ex- 
pectations have not been realized. This is a 
piece of gratuitous impertinence on the part 
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dence? Mr. Jau talks like a demagogue, 
when, after

plan, and, in the admunistration of business, 
have tried to know neither East, West, 
North, or South, free trade nor protection, 
but have used my best endeavors simply 
to carry out the law.“ It is re- 
freshingly cool to hear this “clerk” 
declare his purpose simply to carry out 
the law,” as if the ution were evidence 
of an especial virtue}! What a condescen- 
sion it is on the part of Mr. James to abandon 
his particular views on the subject of the 
tariff, and to simply carry out the law, in 
view of the fact of the purpose of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary (which purpose Mr. 
James declares) to act for the whole coun- 
try”! Finally, Mr. James declares that he 
holds himself in readiness at all times to 
fully explain to the Secretary any matters 
that pass through hisdivision.” This is wise 
in Mr. James, and until he is relieved from 
duty it will be to the advantage, we think, of 
the public service for Mr. Suenman to Squire 
such explanations, and to receive them in 
person orthrough one of his most trusted 
secretaries.

“HONEST, HONEST IAGO.” 

It is the fashion to speak of English fair- 
play as if it could not be denied. This is a 
consequence of borrowing our language and 
literature from another nation. Jon Bui, 
talks so loudly and so frequently about his 
honor, his courage, his firmness, and the 
general symmetry of his character, that we, 
baving the same stock of traditions, are ac- 
customed to allow his claims as modest and 
just. Occasionally this preconceived opin- 
ion gets a shock from some piece of sharp 
practice, like the proceedings leading to and 
ending in the Halifax award; but our rooted 
belief in English fair-play makes us at such 
times almost doubt the evidences of our 
senses. It cannot be, we declare, that 
honest Jon Bux has cheated us; that the 
roast beef and ale of Old England have fed a 
monster of deceit and falsehood; that so 
fair-minded a nation is capable of playing 
with loaded dice and marked cards. No, 
no,” we exclaim, it is not true; it is a 
horrid dream; we'll not believe it. Jonny 
Buu is ever faithful, ever kind; and those 
who question his nobility are wicked and 
ungrateful.” 

Nevertheless, it is true. Jom Buu was 
guilty of treashery in the organization of 
the Court of Arbitration at Halifax. The 
correspondence recently furnished to the 
Senate in regard to the appointment of 
Detrossz, Belgian Minister, as umpire, 
proves this beyond a peradventure. The 
inconsistency of the conduct of the English 
Government throughout the negotiations was 
remarkable. Starting with the admission 
that the Belgian Minister, in consequence 
of the intimate relations existing between 
England and Belgium, was the one man 
specially unfitto be umpire, Mr. Tuornron 
ended by dedlaring virtually that no other 
man would be acceptable. Equally remark- 
able was the departure from the first posi- 
tion that no Fereign Minister at Washington 
would be approved by Great Britain. This 
meant, as aftefwards appeared, that no For- 
eign Minister at Washington except DxLrosan 
would be approved. It was not claimed 
that any of the other Ministers sug- 
gested was open to the suspicion of im- 
partiality, and it was admitted that Dxr- 
Fosse was open to that suspicion, yet the 
British Government would have him, and 
him only. In the whole history of diplo- 
macy there never was @ more shameless 
confession of a desire for partiality and in- 
justice. The British Government, it is to be 
observed, was not content with the expres- 
sion of a preference. They carried that 
preference out into deed by chicanery, delay- 
ing the appointment on one pretext and 
another, until they threw it into the hands of 
the Austrian Minister at London, who was 
certainly as liable to the charge of being 
under British influence as the Ministers at 
Washington were of being under American 
influence. He earned the reputation of 
being so influenced by promptly appointing 
the man of all others who was known to be 
acceptable to Great Britain, and who was so 
acceptable because he was a native of a 
country virtually under a British protector- 
ate, and bound to Great Britain by all the 
ties of gratitude and self-interest. Having 
packed the Commission, the next step 
was to protect it from the possible con- 
tamination of a fair and unprejudiced 
neighborhood. With this object in view, 
Halifax was chosen as the place for the 
sitting of the Commission. Halifax, of all 
places, was the one that should not have 
been chosen. It had been from the start 
the centre and hot-bed of all the agitation 
on the question to be adjudicated by the 
Commission. No city in the United States 
and no body of people had the same interest 
in the decision as the City of Halifax and 
the people of Nova Scotia; for the benefit 
derived from the fisheries concession had 
nowhere in this country been considered im- 
portant. But Halifax was chosen because it 
was known to be warmly interested in the 
procuring of exorbitant damages. Like a 
weak sister asking a verdict for breach of 
promise of marriage, Halifax estimated the 
damage to her feelings far higher than any- 
body else. The citizens succeeded, it ap- 
pears, in communicating a good share of 
their convictions to Mr. DxLrossx. They 
dined and wined him at every opportunity; 
and he, being tolerably ignorant of 
the merits of the case, may have taken 
it for granted that all the world thought 
about it as the people of Halifax did. The 
award of alump sum of $5,500,000 for the 
privilege of fishing twelve years in Canadian 
waters was the result of British artifice in 
securing the appointment of Drrrossz as 
umpire and Halifax the place. This award 
was made, too, in spite of the conclusive ar- 
guments of American counsel, showing that 
the United States annually gave Canada more 
than she received from her under the treaty. 
Nearly everybody who has approached the 
consideration of the subject since the award 
was made has admitted that it was, to say 
the least, very exorbitant. The fact that it 
was so palpably unjust is a sufficient reflection 
either upon the integrity or the intelligence 
of Dr. Deirossez ; and, in any event, shows 
that he was not fit, as the United States Gov- 
ernment claimed he was not, to act as um- 
pire. , 
Whether the United States is in honor 
bound to pay the award or not is a question 
that requires time for consideration. But 
there need be no hesitation at all in saying 
that the affair covers the British Government 
with dishonor. The thundering of the Lon- 
don Times will not avail to conceal the truth.

PRESBYTERIAN MINISTERS AND SUNDAY 
PAPERS. 


At the regular weekly meeting of the Pres- 
byterian ministers of this city, held on the 
18th inst., a committee, consisting of the 
Rev. J. Anport Frenou, the Rev. Dr. Anraur 
Mrrormet., and the Rev. W. C. Youne, was 
appointed to draw up a resolution that 
should express the sentiment of the clergy 
with reference to the announcements of serv- 
ices in the Sunday papers. That Commit- 
tee has prepared the following declaration, 
which is being handed to the ministers for 
their signatures: 

Since we believe one day of rest in seven to be 
the privilege and necessity of all our fellow-men, 
of necessity of both our physica) and religious 
natures; therefore, in order to aid, so far as is in 
our power, in securing this boon to others, and 
also as an expression of our desire thatthe mem- 
bers of our charches shoald not encourage the issue 
of the Sunday newspapers, we pledge ourselves not 


to insert in those papers the advertisements of our 
Sunday services. 


With all respect tothe Presbyterian clergy, 
we submit that they are raising a tempest in 
a teapot, and, withéut questioning their 
honesty, we may add that they grossly mis- 
represent the facts in the case, through that 
ignorance of worldly matters that so often 
characterizes the gentlemen of the cloth. 
They commence their platform with the 
declaration that they believe in one day of 
rest out of seven, and consequently they 
should not encourage the issue of Sunday 
papers. Next to getting a camel through the 
eye of a needle, the most difficult thing in 
the world is to get the idea through a minis- 
ter’s head that a Sunday paper does not in- 
volve Sunday work. If there were a 
thousand Presbyterian churches in Chicago 
desirous of announcing their services in the 
Sunday issue of Taz Tano, it would not 
involve any Sunday work on the part of Taz 
Trrsunz employes, provided the notices 
were furnished at the proper time during the 
week; so no one’s prerogatives of rest on the 
Sabbath are interfered with by the announce- 
ments of Presbyterian services. We com- 
mend this fact, therefore, to the signers 
declaration, as it may 
relieve their minds, though they may not 
comprehend the difficult problem that a 
Sunday paper does not necessarily involve 
Sunday work. To another expression of the 
declaration we make serious objection. The 
Committee say: ‘‘ We pledge ourselves not 
to insert in those papers the advertisements 
of our Sunday services.” This conveys a 
wrong impression to the outside world. 
Speaking for ourselves alone, it makes it 
appear as if Taz Tano had been deriving 
revenue from these announcements. The 
reverse is the case. They are not advertise- 
ments, and have never yielded a cent. Tun 
Tainunz surrenders two or three of its 
columns every Sunday morning to these an- 
nouncements of services without money and 
without price, and in many cases without so 
much as a thank you. They are printed 
because Tue Turnau is disposed to aid the 
churches, and believes it is conferring a favor 
upon them, and also because they are a mat- 
ter of news to a large class of its readers. 
In other cities it is the custom to charge for 
these notices as regular advertisements. Tux 
Trisvunz, however, has never imposed a tax 
of this kind upon the churches. Perhaps 
this was a mistaken policy. 

The declaration of the Presbyterian clergy- 
men is one which of course they have the 
right to make, and upon this score we find 
no fault with it; but if they had given the 
matter more thought they would not have 
acted so hastily. In a great city like Chica- 
go there are numerous young men, not be- 
longing to any special church, who refer to 
these announcements to select a place of 
worship to attend on the Sabbath. The 
number of strangers in the hotels on Sun. 
days runs up into the thousands, 
and to them Tas Tamm is a direct- 
ory, which gives them the location 
of the churches, the names of the 
pastors, and the themes to be discussed, 
so that they have no difficulty in attending 
church. The omission of the Presbyterian 
announcements will be a hardship to such of 
these classes as desire to attend Presbyterian 
churches. It will be no hardship to Tus 
Tamm. This article is written not to so- 
licit the announcements, but to correct wrong 
impressions and gross misstatements. If 
the Presbyterian clergymen can get along 
without the Sunday issue of Tare Tarsunz, 
Tun Trisuns can get along without them. 
The amount of religious reading in the Sun- 
day and Monday issues of IAE Tarsvuve will 
not be diminished. At the same time, re- 
membering past favors, they should have 
taken their leave a little more decorously.

THE JABLOCHEOFF ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

About a year ago Tun Trisone called at- 
tention to an invention bya Russi an engi- 
neer named Jasiocuxorr which promised, 
sooner or later, to bring the electric light 
within the cost and convenience of general 
use as a substitution for gas. This opinion 
was based upon experiments made in Paris. 
Shortly after it was reported that these 
new “electric candles had been tried in 
the London docks, and had proved a failure. 
It now appears that the adverse verdict in 
London was procured by the opposition 
which the gas companies chose to make to 
its introduction. So far from being a real 
failure, its success was established to the de- 
gree that Mr. Jastocuxorr was able to se- 
cure enough capital to build large works in 
Paris, and from that time on has extended 
its use in large public places, and has ma- 
terially improved its adaptability to all uses 
now served by gas. It is already in steady 
use in such large places of resort 
as the immense “Louvre” store and 
the Hall Marengo. The Figaro newspaper 
erected two of these candles in front of its 
office some time ago. It is the light which 
has enabled the constructors of the Hotel 
Continental to work by night as well as day ; 
and, quite recently, electric burners were 
attached to the front of the Grand Opera- 
House, which are said to have made ai) the 
streets for hundreds of yards around as light 
as day. It was this public exhibit of its 
working that has attracted renewed atten- 
tion to the invention, and brought out a let- 
ter on the subject from Mr. Ep Kina, 
the Paris correspondent of the Boston Jour- 
nal. 
There is nothing especially new about 
electric light, which has been used for a few 
purposes for some years. But the Russian's 
invention is a first decided step toward re- 
moving certain objections to its general 
use which were thought to be insuper- 
able. 
the light it has been necessary to have a 
separate machine for producing each separate 
illumination. JasLocuKorr’s invention, on 
the contrary, provides for the divisibility of 
the current and light, so that a large num- 
ber of candles may be supplied with one 
magneto-electric machine, just as various 
gas-jots can be supplied throughout a house 
from one gas-machine. The light itself is 
furnished by what is called a candle, which 
consists of two strips of carbon (coal) iso- 
lated by a certain composition, which heats, 
melts, and volatizes ia exact proportion to 
the combustion of the carbon, and thus pre- 
serves the necessary isolation at an evenness 
which furnishes a steady light. Mr. Kina 
says the price of one of these candles, burn- 
ing an hour and a half, and giving a light 
fully equal to 130 gas-jets, is only fifteen 
cents; this is the cost, of course, after pro- 
viding the necessary machinery, which re- 
quires the supply of force to the dynamo- 
electric generator equal to one-horse power 
for every distinct group of lights. 

There is no comparison, of course, be- 
tween the illumination furnished by these 
electric candles and the ordinary gas. It is 
said that the light produced by any number 
of gas-jets looks yellow and muddy in the 
white glare from the electric candle. The 
introduction of these lights at the Grand 
Opera is not an experiment or for exhibition, 
but a permanent investment, and Mr. Kina 
says that the city authorities propose to ex- 
tend the electric lights into all parts of the 
city as rapidly as they can. Their general 
use for street-lighting will make night as

He also claimed that within his 
knowledge three Circuit Judges had held that 
sta‘ute the was a 
competent witness. The Court thought at 
time that the construction was wrong, but ak- 
terwards allowed the woman to testify as to the 
two hours in question. In thinking matter 
over later, the Court concluded that the disqual- 
itication of interest only was removed. The rule 
of common law was based not only on the ques- 
tion of interest, bat more largely on motives of 
public policy, and for the sake of maintaining 
that sacred confidence which t to exist be- 
tween man and wife. The Court, therefore, 
held that the section referred to, and which was 
the only one relied upon, gid not remove the 
disqualification, and that Mrs. Davison was not 
a competent witness. He had not the slightest 
doubt in his own mind about the rule, and 
believed that if ever the matter got to the Su- 

reme Court that body, would so hold. He 

earned later in regard to the case to which he 
had referred that there was great doubt as to 
whether — 0 many Circuit Judges had de- 
cided as alleged. 

MR. OSCAR LAWRENCE,

CHARACTERISTIC OF EGYPT.

Mount Vernon, III., March 26.—The at- 
tempted capture by the Sheriff of this county 
and a posse of a man named George Buffington, 
and the arrest of three of his frieuds, James and 
Clay Dial and Lafayette Dobbs, develops 3 
story of the most determined resistance to of- 
ficial authority.

On Sunday avother effort was made 
to take Buffivgton, which, it is claimed, would 
have been succes#ful nad not the three friends 
above named thrown themselves between the 
offender aud the oflicers and wade an armed re- 
sistance. Several of the oificers were subse- 
uently surrounded in a house by Buflington’s 
— and their surrender demanded, for 
what dire object is not fully known, but the 
latter presented a gallant front with their wea 
ons, and finally got away unharmed. The brot 
ers, James and Clay Dial, and Lafayette Dobbs 
were arraigned for preliminary examination this 
evening, but, owing to the fact that the com- 
piaint charged that the offense was committed 
on a day previous to the time at which it act- 
ually occurred, the prisoners were discharged.

LIFE-INSURANCE. 


A Majority of the Connecticut Legislative 
Insurance Committee Endéavor to Coun- 
teract the Effect of the Recent Special 
Committees Report on the Continental 
Life—Charter Oak. 

Special Dispatch to Tae Tribune. 
HartTrorpD, Conn., March 26.—In the State 

Legislature to-day the Insurance Committee 

made a majority report highly favorable to the 

Continental Life-Iusurance Company, whose 

solvency was seriously questioned in a recent 

report of the Special Insurance Committee. The 

Committee clear the present managers from re- 

sponsibility for the erroneous annual statement 

of Jap. 1, 1877, and place the blame upon the 
late financial manager, John C. Tracy. whose 
transactions with the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ 

Bank, of which he was President, created mis- 

statements through the handling of stock 

notes. The Committee say, further, that the 
present officers derived no benefit from such 


transactions. These stock notes were re- 
ported as ‘paid-up capital.“ Regard- 
ing the purchase by the Company of 


about 5,000 shares of its own stock, the Com- 
mittee found the allegation true, it appearing 
that the purchase was made with the object of 
controlling the management of the Company. 
The stock is now divided among various stock- 
holders, aud paid for by secured notes. The 
Committee furthér find that the loans of 
$200,000 to Sharp’s Rifle Company, and the 
$180,000 of stock notes, both of which were 
questioned by the Special Commission, have 
been made good, and schedules are given of 
the Company's property in Chicago and else- 
where, showing better values than given in 
the report against the Company. The Special 
Commission allowed a possivle surplys of 
$63,000, but the Legislative Committee allows a 
large number of assets thrown out by the Com- 
mission, and admits a surplus of $383,000. In 
conclusion, the Committee state that the Com- 
pany is not only commerciaiiy but 
technically solvent, aud recommend no 
action by the Legislature. A report was 
also presénted by the mivority of the 
Committee, substantially to the effect that the 
preseut management is not one to inspire conti- 
dence, and asking tue appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of three additional Virectors to exercise a 
sort of State supervision for the present; also 
that the Company shall be required, within a 
ear, to take up its $150,000 of stock notes. 
th reports were ordered printed, and the ad- 
vocates of the minority will make an earnest 
fight tor the legisiation recommended. 

Phe Charter Oak Life-Insurance Company has 
called a meeting of policy-bolders for the 18th 
of April to act on au amendment of the charter 
vroviding for reorgamzation on a mutual basis. 
Genersi Agents are reported to be working en- 
ergetically in getting proxies, through which 
they will get power in the future control. They 
are reported to be taking a dead-set against 
President Jewell, who took occasion to get at 
lorgerheads with them soon after assuming the 
Presidency last year.

RELIGIOUS. 


Dr. Felix Adler on the Advance 
of Liberalism in This 


Country. 


Effort to Raise Funds for the 
Garrett Biblical In- 
stitute. 


DR. FELIX ADLER. 
THE NEW RELIGION. 

The lecture of the Rev. Dr. Felix Adler, of 
New York, on “ The New Religion, or the Ad- 
vance of Liberalism in the United States,” in 
Standard Hall, last evening, Was listened to by 
about 500 people. When introduced he was 
cordially greeted. He said bis reception indi- 
cated that he was to be accorded fair play, for 
which he was thaukful. Those who thought as 
he did were compelled to struggle against terri- 
ble odds, to fight against overwhelming num- 
bers,—against the crushing force of a great pov- 
ular ovinion. He then adverted briefly to the 
charges that had been made against him, devot- 
ing particular attention to the allegation that 
he had filched an idea. Coming from such a 
source,—a gentleman for whom he had the 
highest respect,—and being false and baseless, 
they pained and harmed. The idea 
was his property before it was pub- 
lished in another’s book. He did not 
propose to lay the proofs before the 
audience. He as a man characterized the 
charge as false, and that should kill it now and 
for ali time. [Applause.] He also denied that he 
was insane—a conclusion arrived at by torturing 
the words of acomparison. He had likened 
morality to gold, and religion to the stamp upon 
the gold which made it coin, saying that the 
value was not in the stamp, but in the morality— 
the gold it contained. Referring to the Society 
for Ethical Culture, he said it cared not a straw 
for theology or dogma. It was devoted to the 
deed, not the creed, and sought, as its one aim, 
the elevation of mankind. Yet it had been 
termed a company Of blasphemers gotten to- 
gether to insult may’s sanctity. 

If he needed a text to show -what dogmatism 
led to, there could not be a better illustration 
than the course of the gentleman who had made 
these charges. Even those who were great and 
good often forgot the dignity of their office, and 
the respect they owed to conviction wherever it 
was found, and were misled by dogmatism. 

The Society’s motto was diversity in the creed. 
Unanimity they aspired to only in the deed. 
Those who preached the doctrine of liberalism 
within the churches had much greater cause to 
stretch out to them the haad of fellowship than 
to raise against them the scourge. 

Referring to the teachings of the Positive re- 
ligion, chiefly the existence of Deity and the 
immortality of the soul, he sald they deserved 
and received the Society’s most cordial and 
hearty respect. If any one said they had blas- 
phemed them, or irreverently regarded them, 
or insultingiy attacked them, he was lamentably 
misinformed. Only this they urged: The 
teachiags of religion, even the most fundament- 
al, were true in the sense of ideals only; and by 
ideals they meant something which was not 
fact.—something that was related to fact as 
poetry was related to history, having a truth of 
its own indeed, but à truth of a higher order. 
Religion had bright visions, high assurances, but 
it could never establish its teachings in the light 
of facts,—so establish them in our minds as the 
facts of science were established. The dissen- 
sions that had marked religious history from 
the beginning showea how little certainty it 
was based upon. There were great teachings of 
religion which the Society respected. It assailed 
only the dogmatism which taught them. There 
were others which the members of the Society 
could not respect, and others that were so de- 
grading that they merited the deepest disappro- 
bation of ali men, He meant the immoral 
teachings of religion, daring to use the word. 
The first was that borrid conception of the 
Deity which prevailea among the great herd. 
Must not ell exert every energy to root out this 
fetich trom the public heart? Did we not 
see how men toreeach other and hated each 
other, and how intolerance reigned among them ? 
Was there any hatred more than religious 
hatred? Any malice more malicious than re- 
ligious malice? Had there ever been cruelt 
more cruel than religious crucity? Was it 
strange that this shoukd be the case when we 
reflected upon the false theory of the religion- 
ists—the immoral conception of the Deity—the 
character of the God Hunself whom they adored 
—that an omnipotent and omniscient being hav- 
ing in His hands tip 1 of His ereatu 
having the wisdom to foresee bow they woul 
be tempted, having the power 80 to 
purify their virtue that they could not 
fall, should bave leftall these things undone, 
should bave prepared a Hell for them from the 
beginning, should have cousigned them to sev- 
enty vears of miserable existence on earth in 
order to rack them with unspeakable agonies in 
endless eons of time. What human ingenuity 
had ever rivaled such cruelty? What Nero, 
what Torquemada had been gulity of such 
malevolence! What tiend so fiendish as such a 
God! It was well indeed that men were better 
than their creeds. These false conceptions of 
religion constantly, if secretly, tended to cor- 
rupt the moral character and kill the seed of 
virtue. If Liberalism could donothing but tree 
the great mass of mankind from their haunting 
dread of the hereafter, and take away the 
imaginary evils from those who are already 
loaded aown safticiently with the real evils of 
life, it would be a good work done, a noble task 
accom plished. 

He cited secondiy, as among the immoral 
teachings, the doctrine of sin and of total de- 


pravity. All that was necessary was, Belte ve, 
and be saved.’’ The doctrine promoted de- 
pravity. The great saving principle of modern 


education was cdufidence in humau nature. 
Youth were educated to goodness by belief in 


goodness. He asked hearers. to notice 
that the teachings of the dominant creed 
not only affected the moral character 
of the people, but were also the 


greatest obstacie to our intellectual progress. 
The public schools were free from sectarian in- 
fluence, but what had been secured for them 
had not been secuted for the colleges and high- 
er institutions of learning. These were usually 
managed in the interest of specitic doctrines, 
aud entirely under secular control. The result 
was that, although many of them had been en- 
dowed with large sums, they were far in arrear 
of the advanced sciences of the age, and young 
men who were desirous of thorougbness of cul- 
ture were compelled to seek abroad what they 
tailed to find at home. The men who controlled 
the education of our youth were not aware that 
without freedom there could be no invention, 
that without the power of invention there could 
be no original progress of any kind. Germany's 
Emperor does not use bis power to suppress 
freedom there, be¢ause upon freedom depended 
the greatness of German science. In this coun- 
try, liberty of investigation wasfdenied in the 
colleges; theology ruled the Board of Trustees, 
filled the chairs of philosophy, threatened to 
throttle Science if she dared to speak her con- 
victions above a whisper. This was why Amer- 
ica had not attained the position which was 
rightfully her due, and which would be speedily 
granted her if lioerty of investigation was ac- 
corded. [Applause What did Christian 
education mean fas it Christian ge- 
ology! “Read the attempts made to 
establish the fret chapter of Genesis 
as a text book on geology!”’ (|Laaghter.) Was 
it Christian astronomy! * Let Galileo tell you 
what it means.” Was it Christian mitaphysies 
Let the schoolman of the Middle Ages tell 
vou.“ Christian education was a sham,—utter- 
ly meaningless, or it meant a return of the 
spirit of the Middle Ages, which was death to 
Science. The future of the State depended 
u bon the colleges and universities. Ali our en- 
ergies should be bent toward achieving their 
secularization. [Applause]. 

It was not only in its negative work that Liber- 
alism was strong, but in its work of rebuilding, 
—in its constructive task. In this task of love 
Jay its true greatness. It sought the true and 
better moral education of the voung,—freedom 
for the child,—not furcing it into a way in which 
it might not be happy in the future. For 
great mora! truths we wanted self-evi- 
dence. They must be proved by experience. 
We wanted to know them with such certainty 
as that the sum of equals was equal; and we 
had that certaintyin the lawof conscience. 
Never had a man been born that had it not with- 
in him, who did not know without any teaching 
that it was better to choose the better and the 
best. On this rock he would build the moral 
life of the child. All men would accede to it. 
He would not teach the child to be good be- 
cause it would be rewarded in the future life, 
because that was not virtue which claimed a re- 
ward. He would not teach it to be good be- 
cause it might be punishedin tbe future life. 
He would not even teach it to be good 
because the moral law-giver bad willed that it 
shoukt be good; but would teach it to know 
that virtue was virtue because of its own per- 
suasive excellence; would teach it to be good 
because it was good to be good. ——— 
Hence dogma in its religious iustruction 

not be utilized. But hecould not ignore dogma. 
He didn’t wish to teacn any religious system, 


but to teach re He woul set 
out before the the material where- 
in it could found ite own judgment.

the two armies were ready to press upon 
other. Liberalism came as a peacemaker, teach- 
jug a larger morality. There were two great 
aims of the social movement,—the preservation 
of the treasures of culture intact, and the 
spreading out of those treasures over wider and 
wider areas of the population, that every one 
might be fed according to his intellectual pow- 
ers. The consummation was far in the future 
he admitted, but we must begin now. This was 
the great movement of the time,—a movement 
not of ope class against other classes, but of 
common interest to all classes. It was not the 
right to labor alone, but it was the right to vir- 
tue chiefly which was at stake. The Liberalists 
were not the enemies of Judaism or Christiani- 
ty.

GARRETT INSTITUTE. 
MONEY WANTED. 

A meeting of the Trustees of Garrett In- 
stitute was held in one of the roomsin Meth- 
odist Church Block yesterday morning, Bishop 
Merrill presiding. A printed circular was read 
by the Secretary, setting forth the origin and 
progress of the Institute. It is well known by 
parties interested in the matter that Mrs. Eliza 
Garrett, a lady noted for her piety and devotion 
to the Church and its work, who lived in Chica- 
gO years ago, in 1855, left by will real 
estate to endow an institute which she 
stipulated should be erected in or near Chicago, 
and which should bear her name, which proper- 
ty before the panic was valued. at $300,000. An 
institute was built in Evanston. The real es- 
tate above mentioned was located at the corper 
of Lake and Market streets, in a neigh 
which, at that time, was considered among the 
most valuable of any inthe City of Chicago, 


and this property the Institute still owns, be- 
sides the building known as rieck Hall, at 


Evanston. The property, of course, has 
greatly depreciated in value, and rents 
have fallen off more than one-half, 


thus destroying the golden dreams of the 
legatees, who anticipated that in time the for- 
tune would have been increased to half a million, 
instead of — 11 pearly two-thirds in value. 
Property which in 1873 brought an income of 
$25,000 in rents, now brings but $8,000 The 
buildings were twice consumed by fire, and 
were rebuilt by mortgages given on the proper- 
ty. The income derived from this property now 
is scarcely enough to pay expenses for re- 


„ etc. 

Tbe circular further sets forth that the re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year, ending May next, are 
$12,657, while the disbursements are $15,812, 
showing a deficiency of $3,155; in the previous 
year the deficiency was $1,500. The estimat- 
ed receipts for the next fiscal year ending 
May, 1879, are $10,300; the expenses $10,450. 
In addition to this, the Trustees will 1 
oer to pay about $3,000 in taxes. It 
is evident, therefore, with a deficiency for 
the past two years of about $5,000, and with 
ag for the next year scarcely sufficient 
for interest and expenses on the property, 
nothing can be done toward paying the Pro- 
fessors until there shall be some material 
change. The amount needed now is about 
$200,000, and to the Churen, and the Church 
they look for tbe support 
The circular continues, 
that, with the property entirely freed from debt, 
they could not depend upon it tor more than 
half the amount necessary for the support of a 
properly-equipped theological school. 

The Rev. William Augustus Smith was, on 
motion, elected to go around among the breth- 
ren present, who were mostly Methodists, to 
collect whatever pledges for subscriptions that 
might be made. 

Dr. Luke Hitchcock, agent for the Western 
Book Concern; Prof. Raymond, of Garrett Bib- 
lical Institute; the Rev. H. M. Springer, of 
Genoa, III.; and others, made remarks upon the 
subject. 

Dr. Hitehcock moved that, in the judgment 
of those present, there should be $200,000 
raised for the relief and support of Garrett 
Institute tn addition to the present endowment. 

The Rev. K W. Keeier of Iowa, the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas, the Rev. Dr. Edwards, the Rev. 
Dr. Dandy, Mr. Orrington Lunt, the Rev. Mr. 
Ferris of Iowa, the Rev. Mr. Ellis of Prince- 
ton, spoke to the question. 

The motion was adopted. 

The Rev. 8. A. . Jewett, of Freeport, 
moved that a Committee of Five be appointed, 
to report at the next session the best way for 
raising the amount. Carried, and the Chair 
appoiuted the following: Dr. Jewett, of Free- 
port; Dr. Hitchcock, of Evanston; Dr. Keeler, 
of lowa; the Rev. J. W. Robinson, of the 
Michigan Conference ; and the Rev. J. G. Evans, 
of the Central Illinois Conference. 

The meeting then adjourned until 3 o’clock 
p. m., to give the Committee a chance to re- 


port. 
, THE AFTERNOON SESSION 
was opened at 3 o’clock. 

The Rev. Mr. Robinson, of the Michigan Con- 
ference, Secretary of the Special Committee, 
offered the report of the Committee. This sug- 

sted, as ways and means of raising the 8200, 
000 as an increased endowment of the Garrett 
Biblical Instit ute, first, that the Trustees of 
the Institute put in the field an agent for the 
purpose of raising the said fund; second, that 
they recommend the several Conferences, at 
their next sessions, to take action providing for 
voluntary effort in the enterprise within their 
respective bounds; and, third, that it be an- 
nounced that the Garrett Biblical Institute has 
no financial connection with the Northwestern 
University at Evanston, but is depenaent en- 
tirely upon its own endowment for support. 
The last clause of tbe rvport called forth a 
discussion, in which the Rev. Messrs. Evans, 
Hitchcock, Keeler, Edwards, Ferris, and Hat- 
field, Prof. Robinson, the Rey. Mr. Daniels, Dr. 
Banister, the Rev. Mr. Axtel, Dr. Dandy, and 
others, freed their minds. Ihe last clause, re- 
ferring to the Northwestern University, was, on 
motiou of the Rev. Mr. Evans, referred back to 
the Committee for amendment. 

Another long discussion ensued upon the 
question of employing an agent to raise the 
amount. Some were in favor of this plan, and 
others were m favor of volunteer exertion. At 
length the report of the Committee as amended 
was adopted. 

Toe Secretary submitted a clause, to take the 
place of the third proposition in the report, that 
it be the sense of the meeting that they should 
call upon the alumni aud former students of the 
Institute to co-operate in this work of raising 
an additional endowment, and that they ap- 
prove of the idea of creating an Alumni Profes- 
sorship, which was also adopted aud added to 
the report. 

The Special Committee retired once more and 
amended the first report, and, returning, sub- 
mitted a clause which was numbered four, and 
called attention to the fact that the Garrett 
Biblical Institute had been founded by a 
special charter; it was administered by a 
distinct and separate Board of Trustees; had no 
organic connection with any literary institution 
whatever; and that it must depend entirely 
upon its own resources for support. 

The next question was upon tue choice of an 
agent. The Kev. 8. H. Adams was proposed as 
a candidate for the positiou, and the expression 
of the Assembly appeared to favor his election, 
but the reverend gentleman stated that he didn’t 
know that he wasin a position at present to 
accept the place if it was tendered to him. 
The pomination of Mr. Adams was withdrawn. 
Dr. Hatfield made a semi-humorous speech, 
which was well received. ‘The Secretary was 
then directed to read tue minutes, and the Con- 
vention adjourned sine die. 


TILDEN’S TAX. 

New York, March 26.—Judge Biatchford, in 
the United States District Court, gave a decision 
to-day in the suit of the United States against 
ex-Gov. Samuel J. Tilden to recover some $150,- 
000 income-tax, alleged to be due the Govern- 
ment by the defeudant. The suit, it will be re- 
membered, was brought in the United States 
D Court when Mr. Tilden was a Demo- 
cratic candidate for President, and, it was al- 
leged, was only brought for political purposes. 
The counsel for Mr. Tilden set up a demurrer, 
and the case was arcued at great length. Judge 
Blatchford’s decision is quite lengthy, and cites 
innumerable authorities, the principal of which 
are the United States Supreme Court’s decision 
in the Dollar Savings-Bank case, and the Rhode 
Islaud case, lately decided by the Supreme 
Court. He sustains the defendant’s demurrer 
to the first count in the complaint, on the 
ground that, in the year covered by this count, 
Mr. Tilden had made the return of his income, 
and paid the tax on such return.

MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 


The Cancer Afflicting That Great Institu- 
tion of Learning Fairiy Threatens Its Ex. 
istence and Prosperity.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., March 26.—0f all the 
phases of the University muddle, that of to-aay 
was probably the climax. The Regents met in 
the regular March meeting this morning, Re- 
gent Cutcheon alone being absent. What is 
known as the Rose party thus had a majority in 
the meeting, and Regent Malta at once intro- 
duced a resolution to reinstate Rose at a salary 
of $1,800 from April 1, and to remit him from 
payment f the judgment against him. Regent 
Grant asked that the motion be made a special 
order for the afternoon. This was rejected. He 
tlien denounced the resolution, branding the 
proposition as an attempt to set aside a decis- 
ion of the Court as to one party; said that it 
Was giving to Rose, or, rather, to 
Beal, bis bondman, $4,000 of money belonging 
to the people of the State; that it was virtually 
deciding who was guilty and who was innocent. 
Regent Grant had not got his seat before 
Regent Climie movea the previous question, 
with what was supposed to be some cnance of 
success, but Regents E. C. Walker, 8. 8. 
Walker, and Grant then withdrew. leaving four 
upanimous, but not a quorum. An adjourn- 
ment was then made for ten minutes, and so on 
during the whole day. The four Regents— 
Duffield, Maltz, Climie, and Rynd—have 
been adjourning every half hour or so. The 
three absentees are resolved not to appear 
again. The degrees for the law students to- 
morrow had been voted, but the degrees of the 
medical and dental students Lad not been 
passed. The question now is, What will the 
medical aud dental students do to-morrow, 
their Commencement day? Opinions differ. 
The four Regents maintain that they cannot grad- 
uate. They telegraphed Gov. Croswell this 
afternoon for vice, but he can do nothing, 
andaquorum cannot be obtained. Much ex- 
citement prevails here, especially among the 
students, and large crowds have hung around 
the President’s room, where the meetings are 
beld, all day.

What They Smoke in Germany. 
Pall Mal! Gasete. 

In counection with Prince Biemarck’s tobacco 
project, a celebrated botanist, Herr Schlieden, 
has published some statistics in- regard to the 
manufacture and sale of cigars in Germany. It 
appears that in Thuringia alone about tons 
of Dectroot leaves are annually “ transformed 
into tobacco. In Magdeburg and the Palati- 
pate the cigar-makers employ large quantities 
not only of beetroot leaves, but also of the 
leaves of endive, and even of the potato plant. 
The cigars sold in South Germany as coming 
from Vevey, at a price of from one mark to one 
mark and 4 half a hundred. do not, according to 
Herr Schlieden, contain any tobacco, except 
that made with cabbage or t leaves which 
had been ved of their s e odor by vari- 
ous manipulations, and subsequently ped 
for some time in an extract of tobacco.” Herr 
Schlieden adds, with an air of conscious pride, 
that in no country in the world are cigars sold 
at so cheap a rate as in Germany.”

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THE CITY-HALL. 

THE COUNCIL COMMITTBE ON PUBLIC BUILDINGS 
held a consultation yesterday afternoon in the 
Council Chamber with representatives of the 
County Board, for the purpose, if possible, of 
coming to some decision in regard to the Court- 
House dome. There were present on the part of 
the city, the Mayor, Ald. Van Osdel, Cook, Bal- 
lard, and Linsenbarth, and, on the part of the 
county, Commissioners Burling, Fitzgerald, and 
Architect Egan. The plans were spread out upon 
the Clerk’s table, and the representatives of the 
taxpayers got down to their work without delay. 
Mr. Burling wanted to know why the city could 
not build its foundation the same as thatof the 
county as regarded the dome, and then go on with 
a thin wall, so that the dome could be erected ata 


future day if desired. 

Ald. Van Osdell was opposed to anything of the 
kind. The dome was not wanted anyhow. If the 
foundations were put in, and it should ever come 
to building the dome, the city would have to re- 
construct the entire interior. Its stairway ran up 


other words, the city would have to construct its 
part of the building exactly after the countys 
lan. 

‘ Mr. Fitzgerald alluded to the beauty of the pro- 
posed dome, and pleaded that itought not to be 
given up. The city had adopted the compromise 
plan, and the county went on with the work in 
good faith, building so much as it could. When 
compieted, it would be an ornament to the build- 
ing, and he did not believe the taxpayers would 
grumble at an expense of $300, or $400, 000 for 
this purpose. The building of the dome need not 
be immediate, for the county was willing to stop 
after building it up to a certain height until a 
designated time. The city could go on with the 
dome, build up its portion to the height of that 
built by the 78 a cost of some $25, 000 or 
$30, 000. and then both city and county would leave 
it for future generations to complete it. 

ALD. VAN 2 * We tor} * 
thought the dome couldn't uilt for less than 
$1, 000, 000. Besides that, it couldn't be seen 
from the surrounding streets. It would interfere 
with the lighting of the building. and. owing to 
the soil, would sink more than any other part of 
the structure. He would admit thata dome wasa 
very ornamental thing in a building, but he did not 
believe ten tons could be placed on three without 
causing a fearful settli The plan proposed by 
the Council, he believ improved the building to 
the extent of $100,000. He would rather put up 
some new school-houses instead of building a 
dome just now. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said the county was not anxious 
to build now. 
Mr. Burling said there was an implied agreement 

on the part of the city to go ahead with the dome 

when it was ready to go onwithit. On that un- 

derstanding the county had built it up one story 

high. Individually, he cared nothing about it, but 

he thought the city should meet the county in a 
fair, reasonable spirit, and agree on some plan. 

As far us he was concerned. he would Ike to sce a 
rotunda but up, and he didn't believe it would ever 
go much higher any way. 

Ald. Cook thought the county had rather at- 
tempted to bulldoze the city into the dome busi- 
ness. He believed the entrance designed by the 
city was better than the county's, and that tne 
voice of the taxpayers was against any such ex- 
travagance, The city had notified the county in a 
resolution that it did not want the dome, and yet 
the county, in the face of that, went ahead with the 
work. The city never agreed upon a plan, bat 
simply that, when it was ready to go on, it would 
pat up a building of similar exterior to that of the 
county. 

After some further general talk, Mr. Egan asked 
if the city would agree to any plan whatever that 
would result in builainga dome. 

Mayor Heath remarked, speaking for himself, 
that he would not enter into any such agreement. 
Mr. Egan said there was no use, in that case, of 
further talk of a, compromise. It seemed that 
the city would do nothing except as it had already 
determined. 

Ad. Van Osdel showed how it would require an 
entire reconstruction of the city’s interior portion 
if the dome were built. 

Ald. Cook said it would simply come to this: to 
adopt Mr. Egan's interior as well as exterior plan. 
Mr. Egan admitted that without the dome the 
lighting of the interior would be greatly facilitated. 
Yet, for advancing three years ago the plans now 
favored by the Aldermen, he had been hauled over 
the couls by every newspaper in Chicago. Now 
that the foundation was in he thought the city and 
county ought to go ahead. 

The Mayor said he would not consent to go on 
and adopt the errors of three years ago. 

Mr. Burling wished there could be some sort of a 
compromise. He woald not insist on tne tower, 
but he thought there should at least be a rotunda. 
The discussion here became very general and de- 
cidediy informal, The plans were consulted, the 
city’s representatives insisted on their 
OBJECTIONS TO THB COSTLY DOME, 

and the county people as strenuously insisted 
that there should be a connection between the two 
portions; that they had putin alotof cut-stone, 
which it would not pay to take out, and that, in 
short, a dome, or at least a rotunda, was the only 
way of connecting the two builaings. The ouly 
definite plan of corapromise er was that of 
Mr. Barling. It contemplates the building of an 
octagonal rotunda, preserving ae much of the 
foundations of the county part as are already 
built, up to the main water table, the city to ouild 
similarly to the county part up to that height with 
thinner walls. After the level of the main water- 
table has been reached, the plan proposes that the 
Walls shail be continued a by city and 
county, but much thinner than those thus far 
bullt in constructing the foundations. 

The plan was viewed with some favor by the Al- 
dermen and the Mayor, although nothing was 
done to commit either city or county. It was final- 
Ay agreed that Architect Egan and Ald. Van Osdel 
were to put their heads together, draw up plans in 
accordance with Mr. Buriing’s suggestion, for the 
purpose of showing just how the thing would 
work, and that the two Committces were to mect 
again Saturday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock for the 
purpose of further consultation in regard to the 
matter.

Donegal, charged with making silver coin in large 
quantities on their own account, commenced 
yesterday morning before Commissioner Hoyne. 
Judge Bangs appeared for the Government, and 
Messrs. Trude and Van Arman for the defense. 
The first witness sworn was D. L. Ewing, City 
Marshal of Muscatine, Ia. He testifled to having 
arrested Lee, alias Donegal, and finding upon him 
a letter giving the gree of ascheme to manu- 
facture a mint of co.interfeit money. He for- 
warded the letter to Chicago. 

E. 8. Taylor, Secretary of the Lincoln Park 
Board of Commissioners, testified to Quigg’s hav- 
ing wanted to buy a piece of property from him. 
Mis. Ashley identified a carpet-sack full of lead, 
tin, silver, and smal! coin as one she had seen in 
possession of Quigg and Lee. Mrs. Dodd testified 
to the same facts. 

John Scanlon, a plumber, testified that Quigg and 
Lee had purchased lead of him. 

Mr. Kelly, a Government detective, stated that 
Lee had told him of his intention to find Higgen- 
baum and go on a ‘‘shoving expedition. Witness 
changed his clothes, followed them from 71 Mon- 
roe street down to Sherman street, where they 
tried to pase it off in the queer houses on that 
thoroughfare. One of the females took Higgen- 
baum's quarter, bit it between her teeth, and said 
it wouldn't go. From that be knew that it was 
counterfeit. They also went into cigar stores, and 
got change in good money after making the pur- 
ehases. Higgenbaum did the shoving, and 

the good money over to Lee. The day witness had 
Higgenbaum arrested, the latter boasted that he had 
passed twenty-one of the quarters. Lee had con- 
fessed the same thing to him. At Collins’, Nos. 
38 and 40 West Madison street, witness actually 
saw Lee pass one of these quarters. 

Mr. Trude asked witness if he did not at one 
time bear the name of Crawford. He said he did, 
after being adopted by an uncle of that name. 
When he left his uncle he assumed his own name. 
Mr. Trude followed up his inquiry by otbers 
tending to draw out the witness’ history from the 
time he was born uptodate. The answers were 
very explicit, but none of them showedany very 
alarming state of facts. Finally the question was 
asked where witness hadfirstmet Lee. He replied

HE FIRST MET HIM IN JAIL. 

He, the witness, was there on the charge of eteal- 
ingacow. He was found guilty, but sentence was 
suspended because he had the brain fever at the 
time of the alleged offense, and if he did steal the 
cow he knew nothing about it. Lee was sent to 
the Penitentiary. He next saw Lee about a year 
ago. Lee proposes to him to go into the coney 
business, but he didn’t give him a definite answer. 
Witness was then in Detective Tyrreli’s employ, 
working-up the case. He met him again in a week 
or so at the Coliseum, where they were joined by 
Quigg. Lee suid they were going to make dies. 
Quigg said itwould bea good thing, and witness 
assented. At another time when they met, Lee 
said they couldn’tdo anything, as they had to 
go out of town, on account of the Vagrant act just 
passed. But he subsequently saw Lee again on 
Clark street, and Lee showed him a counterfeit 

uarter he had made. Witness got the pores on 
the pretense of wanting to pass it. He didn't pass 
it, however, but mer itto Tyrrell. His instruc- 
tions were to lay in with the gang, and find 
customers forthe money. The witness showed up 
Hartman's connection with the gang in a $30 deal. 
Lee, it appeared, gave Hartman the money on 
Clark street, nearjKirchhoff's, and witness subse- 
quently got it and took it to Tyrrell. Mr. Trude 
questioned the witness verv closely, but was un- 
able to shake him off from the damaging features 
in his revelations. 

Then Col. Van Arman took the witness in hand and 
tried to get him to show that Quigg was some.uiuy 
very like an angel in light. r. Quigg’s counec- 
tion with the gang, however, as related by the 
witness, who stuck to his testimony in spite of the 
Colonel's long and exhausting crose- examination, 
showed him to be anything but the virtuous char- 
acter which his counsel endeavored to represent 
him. He went on to state that Quigg had told him 
he was getting as much as $50 worth of the stuff 
every day, and connected him in other ways with 
Lee and the rest of the lot. 

At 4:30 o'clock, Col. Van Arman said he had 
cross-examined the witness ail he desired to until 
he could have further consaltation with his client. 
For this purpose he asked an adjournment anti! 
this morning, Quigg noisily insisting all the time 
that it would take an hour or more to get through 
with the witness, whose testimony was sure to 
rattled so far as it inculpa him. It was finally 
decided to resume the hearing at 9 o'clock this 
morning, When Kelly will again be placed on the 
gridiron and Col. Van Arman will renew his at- 
tempt to make him back down.

THE LAKE PARK. 
MR. BOYD'S BILL. 

The bill introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives day before yesterday, by Col. Boyd, of the 
Ninth District, by which itis proposed to sell the 
land in Fractional Sec. 15, lying east of Michigan 
avenue and between Madison street and Park row, 
the proceeds to be used for the improvement of the 
Illinois River and the Illinois & Michigan Canal, 
was received with great indifference in this city. 
There is an election to be held for Congress this fall. 
Mr. Boyd is a candidate, and anything whicn aims 
at the improvement of the river is of course warmly 
welcomed in Fulton, Peoria, and th other river 
counties. So, natarally, there is a great deal of 
buncombe in the bill. It ia regarded hs a stamp 
speech from beginning to end. It will doubtless 
go to a committee and sleep there. 

Fractional Sec. 15 formed a part of the lands do- 
nated to the State by the General Government for 
the construction of the Illinois & Michigan 
Canal. By various acts of the Legislature 
the old Canal Commissioners were authorized 
to lay out town plats, to dedicate streets, to subdi- 
vide the property into lots and biocks, and to sell 
it. the proceeds to be applied to the construction 
of the canal. After the control of the work had 
passed into the hands of the Canal Trustees, who 
represented the bondholders, they had the same 
powers as regards the disposition of the canal 
bonds that were previously held by the 
Commissioners. The plat of Fractional 
Sec. 15 made by the Canal Commis- 
sioners shows the west line of Michigan 
avenue as itis at present. The whole territory 
from that line to the lake, which is meandered on 
the plat, is marked Michigan avenue. Judgin 
by this plat, all the ground east of the west line o 

ichigan avenue, and uptothe lake shore, was 
dedicated as Michigan avenue. The City Council, 
by ordinance, subsequently fixed the width of 
Michigan avenue at 100 feet, and declared that 
that portion of the ground lying north of Park row 
and between Michigan avende and the I! linois Cen- 
ral Railroad tracks should be a publie ground, and 
they designated it as Lake Fark. This action 
of the Council was adopted by the General Assem - 
bly in various acts passed by it, including the act 
amendatory of the city charter, passed in 1863, 
and what was known as the ‘* Lake-Front act, 
which was passed in 1867. The claim is now ap- 
parently made that, all this property having been 
dedicated as a street, the Council, dy setting off 
part off it as a public parx, violated the trust, and 
the land therefore reverts to the State, to be used 
for the improvement of the canal. if this were 
so, it would require action On the part of Congress 
to divert this land, or the proceeds of the sale, for 
the improvement of the Illinois River. But if the 
action of the Council in fixing the width of Michi- 
gan avenue at 100 feet, and declaring thac the 
ground east should be a public park, is illegal 
owing to lack of power on the part of the 
Council, then its act was utterly void, 
and the lake park is still a part 
of Michigan avenue. If the action was voidabie 
simply, it has been validated or acknowledged by 
the Legislature by the acta referred to above. That 
the Canal Commissioners had authority to make 
the dedication they did, and that it was made in 
accordance with the forms of law. there is no ques- 
tion. Therefore there is no reason to fear any- 
thing from Mr. Boyd's bill. 


THE WEST PARKS, 
THE COMMITTEE ON MEMBERSHIP AND VACAN-

SEXTON’S EXTRA STEAL. 

It was noted several days ago that the Ring” 
was organized to bounce Architect Egan, because 
he had recommended that the $3 per thousand 
extra heretofore allowed Sexton on the brick- 
work for the Court-House be discontinued. In 
the last few days the movement has assumed defin- 
ite shape, and the threats have been open and 
above board that unless he changed front he would 
be removed and Cochrane would ut in his 
place. From the fact that he has a valid contract, 
however, there is not much danger of his being re- 
moved, and the threats are simply to 
frighten him and drive him to  indors- 
ing the steal. He was driven in the 
same way to recommend the creating of the 
extra, but it is believed that he can now see 
farther witnout his glasses than he could then 
with them, and that ne will stand by the position 
he has taken. Notwithstanding he put himself 
clesrly on record in the matter several weeks ago, 
and his position was indorsed by Mr. Burling, he 
has been summoned to appear before the Building 
Committee again to-day. The Ring is de- 
termined to perpetuate the steal, which will 
amount onthe work yet to be done to nearl 
$30, 000, and the purpose is to use him and reac 
over his shoulder for the money, and this is the 
bottom of all the threats about removing him. 

A QUEER ROBBERY. 

Ex-County Clerk Lieo sent in a so-called report 
to the Board Monday, in which he confessed an in- 
debtedness to the county of about 83. 800, and 
yesterday one of his bondsmen was around mani- 
festing considerable interest in the matter. He 
was endeavoring to ascertain who was on the bond 
with him, and had about reached the conclusion 
that the bondsmen would haveto foot the de- 
ficiency. He couid not get the names of the other 
bondsmen without first writi to Springfield. he 
léarned, and then he vouchsafed the information 
that Lieb had come to him and told him that the 
money belonging to the county and due from him 
had been stolen, and made the proposition 
to him that he, or the bondsmen, advance the 
county the money and take a second mortgage 
on a house and lot which the General is believed to 
have paid an exorbitant price for, and, it is said, 
wants to get rid of. The dondsman was consider- 
ably exercised over the situation, and, from re- 
marks he dropped, the conclusion was inevitable 
that he doubted the story of Lied's having been 
robbed, and was full of regret that he had ever had 
anything to do withhim.

SURVEY OR-GENERAL. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., March 26.—The propo- 
sition to do away with the United States Sur- 
veyor Generalship of the several States excites 
strong opposition in California. So far as the 
newspapers of this State have touched upon the 
question, there is a great unanimity of senti- 
ment against the measure. The Alta will to- 
morrow pubiish a leader on the subject, calling 
attention to the unsettied condition of land- 
titles after, in many cases, years of constant 
litigation, alleging that new cases 
continually coming up in the Land Office 
in this city, and that the proposed 
measure Will have the effect to render poor set- 
tlers at the mercy of wealthy claimants. Con- 
flicting titles arising from Mexican grants to in- 
dividuals and grants by the Uni States to 
the State for schools and other purposes great- 
ly complicate land titles in this State, and it is 
strongly urged that not only should the records 
of the office remain here, but the office itself 
should be maintained to facilitate free access to 
documents, and the settlement of claims.
